Mary McCormick's 
Book Reviewed 


In Recent Labarum 


The Spring Edition of the Labarum 
carried a review of Thomistic Philos- 
ophy in Social Casework by Mary J. 
McCormick, Ph.D. The erudite phi- 
losophy of Thomas Aquinas is applied 
to the type of social casework which 
will most serve the individual. This 
accent on the individual has arisen 
from the present day, turning from 
physical to psychological problems. 
Empiricism and pragmatism have 
been considered in dealing with these 
human needs, but Thomistic princi- 
pals offer an undeniably better under- 
standing of them. With simplicity, 
conciseness and a womanly human 
touch, Dr. McCormick illustrates Tho- 
mistic principles at work in her field. 

Dr. McCormick is an associate pro- 
fessor of casework and research at 
Loyola University in Chicago. This 
literary achievement will be of pri- 
mary value to anyone interested in the 
philosophy of the centuries of human 
problems.
